following account of his novol war balloon 
experiences in Acheen will ba road with in- 
tercet :— 
T arrived at Olebloh on the Ist *ug,, and 
the balloon, ear sud the paraphernalia for 
making hydrogen gas were landed without 
delay. The following day, being tho birth- 
day uf H. M. the Queen of Holland, was 
af uecveeity spent in festivities and idle- 
ness, for which Iwas not sorry,.as about 
this time there was rather s’heavy gale of 
wind which blew for several days and 
which wou!d have made ballvoning difi- 
cult. At last the order to commence 
operations arrived, and on Briday, the 8th 
Abyust, everything was in working order. 
On the moruing of that.day, at about | 
8 o’cluck, I commenced filling tho balloon 
in Kota Rudja, the fortified capital of 
Avhoen. The gas flowed freely from tho 
start, and in abiut six hours the balloon 
was sufliciently filled and virtually ready 
for the ascent. Aa, however, a fresi breeza 
was blowing at the time, antl aa moreover 
the General in cummaud of thé troops had

given orders to mako the first ascent at 
5 p.m., Thad to wait until that hour, The 
balluon bejug carefully secured by means 
of sand bags Lehaved beautifully, and at 
the appointed ‘time a dogcy soldiers 
marched with it tothe nearest railway line, 
it having been decided that the agcout 


should be mado from a truck which had | ;

As soon as every- 
thing was ready Mejor Havre Drceze aud

eyes and moyths wide open, and to the 
‘evident satisfaction of the General in com- 
wand and numeroys military officers’ wlio 
witnesstd ‘the first balluon ascent in 
Sumatra, Having remained in the air at 
analtitude of some hundred feet for a con- 
siderable timo, and thus demonstrated 
that it wae possible and gracticable to 
Gill and work a balloon without the 
slightest hitch, even in auch an ont-of- 
the-way place'es Acheen, I gave the signel 
to descend, and was satisfaciorily hauled 
down by tho locomotive engine, and on 
reaching ferva firma the Mojor left. the 
.carand the Lieutenant of Evgincors, Pals 
Recker; joined ms, With him I rose again 
until {he shades of evening warned me to 
desist, and I had the balloon once mors 
hauled down-and eecured for tho night. On 
the following morning an’ arniour-plated 
train ‘consisting of a locomotive with pas.

nothing diunted, until suddenly the balloon 
caught sgainst the branch of a treo and a 
hole of some inches was torn out, It was 
then decided pertorce to let the gas out, to 
fold up the balloon ond to return to Kota 
Radjo. Tho damage I repaired without 
any difficultyon the following day and the 
balloon is now a8 goud ss over, My task 
ia finished. I have instracted tho Nother- 
lands India army in tho management of a 
war balloon, and the result of my labors. 
has been drawn up in tho’ furm of an 
official report to the afticor in comanand at 
headguarters at Batavia. Tho purport of 
it, in a fuw werda is, that :—* The bal- 
loon has proved of the greatest utility 
for rcconnvitring purposes, the hydrogen, 
waa was made and tho balloon inflated ac- 
cording to Mr Spencer’s schemo without 
any difficulty, but thy almust continual 
windy weather of Achecn is not f .vorable 
towards moving an inffuted balloon over 
any considerably distance.’ Tho ultimate 
decision they will make, whether they will 
adopt the balloon permanently, and create 
& ballooning carps ns.a branch of their 
army, is beyond my ken. In conclusion ¥ 
would add that [ hava been invariably 
treated with the utmost courtesy by the 
Duteh officers with whom I came into 
contact, und that I shalt lock back with 
pleasure upon my trip to Achven with the 
military balloans.

At tho Indis-cffico, on the 3%h July, 
Viscount Cross received a deputation from 
the Society for the Suppression of the 
Opium Trade. The deputation consisted of 
Sir Robert Fowler, -M.P., Mr, Mark 
Stewart, M.P., Mr. Arthur “Pease, Mr. 
Jobn- Hilton, Mr. J. G@. Alexander, and 
others, : 

Sir Robert Fow in introducing the 
deputation, said they had reason to believe 
that the habit uf opium-smoking was on tho 
increase in India, and they weked Lord 
Cross-tv do all that layvin his. power to 
cheek thy evil amongst thuse who were con- 
fided:to his rule. | 

Mr. J. G. Alexander thon presented a 
Momorial, signed ‘by, amungat. othera, Sir 
Joseph Penge, M.P., Mr. Burt, M.P., 
Lewis Fry, M.P., Mr. Broadhurat, MoP., 
the Rey. 0, H. Spurgeon, the Rev, Canon 
Wilberforce, and Sir James Risdon Ben- 
nett, M1), Both the. spenkers’ and the 
memorisl impressed upon Lord. Cross the 
serious danger lest the opium habit, which 
had. proved go fatal alrendy in the Chineso 
Empire ond in the Dutch colonies of Java 
and Sumatra, should in like manner spread 
throughout India, That it was spceially 
fascinating, and thereforo” specially 
dangerous to Eastern populations, was 
shown by the above-named instances, whilet 
tho practicability of entire prohibition had 
been proved by the example of Japan, of 
Korea, of certuin Jimited districts in Java, 
and «of the Philippine Islauds. The 
memorial, which gave various statistics 
concerning the upinm traffic, concluded as 
follows :—'Especially do wo ontreat that 
steps be at uncy taken throughput British 
India to close the vpiuim dens ox, shops for 
the retail sale of opiam te be consumed on 
tho premises, which we cannot pub, regard 
af a disyruce to the British'Government. of 
India. Uf such establishments muzt exist, 
better far that they should to illidit, Jinble 


to be enpprecsel by the police, and driven ; 


to hide themselves in holes avid’ corners, 
than that they should fliunt theusel¥es in 
open day, patading the Heouss of the 
Queen- Empress, and carrying the sanction 
of the Supremo Government of India.’ 

Mr. Mark Stewart, MP. Mr, Frederick 
Sessions, and Mr Donald Matheson briefly 
suppoited the memorial. 

‘Viscount Cross in rep'y, said the names 
attached to the memorial and the fact of 
the deputation being 82 numerous suilicient- 
ly impr: esed him with - their strong fectiny, 
and also wth the thorough eurncstoess 
with which g> many gentlemen in high 
pesition like themselves viewed the matter.
